IMPORTANT FOR THE 
BACON HOG 


UNEXPECTED RESULTS MAY FOL- 
LOW. IMPROPER: METHODS 
\OF FEEDING PIGS 


‘ 


As in all lines of stock growing pro- 
per breeding plays a very important 
part in bacon production, but in_ or- 
der to be crowned with success, it 
must be accompanied with a system 
of feeding and management that is 
suited to the development of prime 
bacon hogs out of the breed that each 
swine grower has adopted for that 
purpose. 


Before he can do this successfully 
the breeder must know the weaknesses 
of his breed, and particularly the di- 
rection in which animals of that 
breed “go wrong” in order that he may. 
be able to detect the first symtoms 
of u tendency to depart from the de- 
sired type, and take proper .steps to 
check it. Trying to grow hogs by 
rule of thumb has been the cause cf 
many a failure. Eternal vigilance and 
accurate knowledge combined with 
prompt and ‘intelligent action, are the 
price of success in all lines of live 
stock production, and they are no 
less so in‘the matter of growing hogs 
sultable for the bacon trade. 

For the benefit of those who are 
making their first attempt in this line 
of work, 1 will make a few sugges: 
tions regarding breeds and breed pe- 
culiarities. 3 

The Yorkshires and  Tamworths 
have one trait in common—bdoth attain 
great size when matyre. Stags of 
these breeds often attain a weight 
of 1,000 and sows 600 Ibs. The prob- 
lem of the grower, then, is to bring 
his pigs of this breeding to a finished 
condition at from 1-5 to 1-3 their nor- 
mal weight. In order to do this, judg- 
ment and skill in management are nec- 
essary. That Ig the reason why so 
many swine growers, particularly 
those who have been accustomed to 
growing the thick, short varieties, 
have failed and condemned the “York 
and Tams" It is the reason why so 
large a percentage of the pigs of these 
two breeds have, in the past, been re- 
jected as selects because of the fact 
that they were either under finished 
or over weight. { 

In most seasons, the average Can- 
adian farmer finds, on about July, 1, 
when his pigs are about ready to be 
weaned, that he has little more than 
sufficient grain to keep his work 
horses in condition to do his break- 
ing and summerfallowing, so he .un- 
dertakes to “carry” his pigs through 
the summer months ona light grain 
allowance with the aid of some kind 
of succulent pasturage, Then when 
the crop is threshed, he feeds Hberally 
in order to fit his pigs for market. 
With the short thick type, this method 
answers fairly. well. Such animals do 
not develop large frames and they us- 
ually begin to lay on fat as soon as 


a liberal allowance of the right kind, 


of feed is supplied to them, because 
it is their nature to do so, But it is 
not so with the extreme bacon types. 
During the period of light rationing, 
they continue to develop their normal 
framework and thus make it impossi- 
ble to give it the right covering of 
meat and fat without making them 
overweight. One man will send his 
hogs to market within the proper 
weight limits, only to find that they 
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lack of finish; another will) give his 
the proper. finish, only to find them 
rejected becauga they are over weight, 
In order, to .assist the farmer to avoid 


‘| both of: these’ conditions, it \is néces- 


sary {o impress him with the fact that 
success with bacon: hogs requires Nb- 
eral and regular feeding from the day 
they are: weaned’ to the day they are 
sent to market: R 
The same applies, but in a. lesser 
degree, to tho’ Hampshires, ‘rand ina 
still smaller degree to the bacon type 
of Berkshires’: Both of. these breeds 
lend themselves ‘to a system of light 
rationing during the summer months, 
much better than the two breeds first 
mentioned, but not to the same extent 
that the Duroc Jerseys, the Poland 
Chinas and the short type of Berk- 
shires will do. Furthermore, the bacon 
type Berkshire: is a comparatively re- 
cent development of the breed, and 
there is still'a tendency on the part of 
the progeny to revert back to the thick 
short type. .They are also inclined. to 
become rather heavy’ in the shoulders. 
Care must therefore be exercised to 
select animals ‘having this defect for 
breeding ‘purposes, gthe swine grower 
in a small way, finds that he has in 
his bunch, a few animals of this type, 
can, when they are ready for market, 
cut back such as are not of the desir- 
ed conformation‘and use them for his 
own meat supply. The man who js op- 
erating in a larger way, should provide 
two pasture lots, in order ‘that he can 
separate these “off-type’ animals 
from the rest of the herd, put them on 
a lighter grain ration, and thus force 


them to take more exercise, and by|; 


this means cause them to “stretch 
out” to the length required by the 
bacon standard. 

The foregoing’ remarks will apply 
in the case of one having crossbred 
animals from a sire of one type.and a 
dam of the opposite, because not wll 
of the progeny of these will he of 
the desired conformation. Each swine 
grower must: decide for himself. how 
he will deal with these “off-type” ani- 
mals. He has three courses open to 
him.’ He can send them to market 
as they are and-take whatever, price 
he is offered for them; .he can cut 
them back for his own use, or he can, 
aus soon as he discovers that they are 
“going wrong’ put them under a dit- 
ferent system of feeding from the re- 
mainder and In} thut manner develop 
the greater number into select bacon 
hogs. 

For the benefit of those who are 
just embarking in the business of 
swine growing. a few suggestions re- 
garding care and feeding may not be 
out of place. Before one can become 
a success in it, he must constantly 
observe the condition of the droppings 
of the-animals under his .charge. The 
moment this inclines to the one ex- 
treme or the other the diet should;be 
changed so ag to correct it. ‘Usually 
all that' is necessary is to ascertain 
what particular part of the‘ ration is 
the cause of the trouble and withhold 
that until nature brings, about the 
cure, Let it be remembered that in 
most farm bunches, the principal calise 
of constipation is a too Nberal supply 
of barley; while the opposite ailment 
is usually due to frozen wheat, too 
nrvsch buttermilk or the feeding of 
fermented kitchen slops. (Pigs that 
are supplied with a succulent: pasture 
and a suitable allowance of ground oats 
or if over four months. old, a mixture 
of oats and ' barley, 
from digestive disorders. , 

The period that is fraught with the 


is the weaning period. Taking young 
pigs from the dam ‘and suddenly put- 
ting them on dry grain ration - very 
frequently results in digestive trouble. 
The experienced swine grower seldom 


that have just been. weaned in the 
average herd from those ‘that are still 
following the dam. \The hair and the | 
droppings tell the story, If separated 
milk or -buttermilk ig available, it 
should be used regularly at this time. 
If not, then a grain ration as near to 
milk condition as possible to make it, 
should be supplied. For oats, from 
which the hulls have been sifted, 
souked in boiling water from one feed 
to the next and fed lukewarm three 
times daily in the form a thick slop, 
Will perhaps come nearer giving sat- 
isfaction than anything else that is! 
available to the average farmer in 
Alberta. Digester “tankage is an. ex- 
cellent feed for pigs of all ages, but 
care should be exercised in its use, 
and it should always be fed dry; if fed 
wet, ho more should be given at any 
lime than the pigs, will elean up at! 
once, because it ferments very readily 
if wet and will (hen cause serious. di-

W, J. Botterill called the meating 
to order, explaining that the ‘call lad 
been sent out by the Red Deer Board 
of Trade in response ‘to a request from 
certain U.F.A. locals that sucha guth- 
ering should be held. 

Mr. Botterill was elected chaitmun 
of the meeting: and Commissicner 
Stephenson secretary. Mayor Collison 
welcomed the delegates on behalf of 
the city. 

Commissioner Blephenson supplied 
data regarding the granting of the 
churter for the line to the C.N.R. in 
1909, und also of the fact that the 
bonds for. the part of the line from 
the intersection of the Brazeau line 
south to Calgary had been guaranteed 
in. 1911-1912... The bonds were after- 
wards sould, 

One of (the delegates produced a 
letter fromthe former premier to the 
effect: that. the money is deposited in 
the Bank of Commerce to the credit 
of the -province, There was no ‘evi- 
dence produced that the northern part 
of the line had been guaranteed: 

Hon: V, Smith, minister of railways 
and telephones, addressed the conven- 
tlon, It would be the policy of the 
government to help as far us possible 
the districts that were most tn need 
of transportation facilities and chose 
best adapted’. for settlement. The}

The northei ti part of\the Ine is not 
so simple in view of the fact that the 
bonds have not been’ guaranteed or 
sold but he would use what Influence 
he conld through the départment. 

Regarding the Lacombe and Blind- 
man railway, the deputy minister has 
recommended an extension of about 
ten miles north from Rimbey but no 
definite request to the legislature had 
been formulated. 

People in the north are calling for 
railway extensions and they are badly 
needed, but not worse than between 
Red Deer and Acme and some other 
parts of Central Alberta, 

After several other delegates had 
expresed their views and pointed out 
the necessity tor concerted action it 
was decided to divide into two sections 
northand south, to discuss the matter 
and frame suitable resolutions. The 
two sections again met together and 
read the results of thelr respective de- 
liberations, The resolutions were then 
consolidated by the permanent’ com- 
mittee, submitted to the whole con- 
vention and passed.
